Nichols Memorial Library Centennial 


In 2010, The James E. Nichols Memorial Library celebrated the 100" 
anniversary of its dedication. The library had been given to the town of 
Center Harbor by James E. Nichols in 1910 as a memorial to his parents. 
The core of the original collection came from the Center Harbor Library 
Association, a group which had maintained a private lending collection since 
1889. The library is listed on the National Register of Historic Places and is 
regarded as one of the finest classical libraries in the state. The library has 
evolved over the years to meet the needs of the Center Harbor community. 

The library’s centennial observations began in May with the 
publication of a history of the library, researched and written by librarian Jon 
Kinnaman. In June, an exhibit of historic materials was displayed in the 
library. On June 26", a public celebration of the Centennial was held on the 
library grounds. Fr. David Steffy, Trustee Helen Heiner, Selectman Charley 
Hanson, and Librarian Jon Kinnaman spoke on the value of the library to 
the community. Copies of the library’s history were presented to the 
Selectmen and the Historical Society. A time capsule (now in the library’s 
safe) was sealed. Proclamations from the New Hampshire Statehouse were 
read by State Senator Deborah Reynolds and Representative Fran 
Wendelboe. After the ceremony, a reception was held on the library 
grounds. We are again reminded of the great fortune it has been for 
Center Harbor to have this fine facility. 


DEDICATION 


The 2010 Annual Report is dedicated to Diane Kline, who passed on July 13, 
2010, and Roger Kelley, who passed away on October 23, 2010. 


Diane held the distinction of being the first woman to serve as a Selectman for 
the Town from 1999 to 2003. Prior to holding office she was an active 
member of the Planning Board from 1985 until 1999. Diane always had an 
open mind and was a very good listener. She made thoughtful decisions for 
the benefit of the Town and its residents. 


Roger was Center Harbor’s primary historian. He was the backbone in 
forming the Centre Harbor Historical Society. He served on the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment (ZBA) from 1975 through 2009. He held the position of 
Chairman of the ZBA for 19 years. Roger always had a story to tell and a 
willingness to lend a helping hand. His dedication to the Town was always a 
priority for him. 


Center Harbor has lost two dedicated volunteers. Their service to the 
community was greatly appreciated. They are sorely missed.

March 9, 2010 


Ballot Clerks Barbara Lauterbach, Helen Heiner, and Sandra Condojani were sworn in 
and it was announced that the time for accepting absentee ballots would be 1:00 P.M. 


The March ninth, two thousand ten Town Meeting was called to order at ten of the clock 
in the morning by Moderator John Kimball II], who announced the polls to be open to act upon 
Article 1. 


At 1:00 P.M. the absentee ballots were accepted. The polls were closed at 6:00 P.M. and 
the ballots were tallied. 


Article 1. All town offices and school board members for the year ensuing were voted 
on, with the following results:

At 7:50 P.M. the Town Meeting was reconvened in the Fire Station to act upon Article 2 
through 35. The Moderator, John Kimball II, called the meeting to order with the Pledge of 
Allegiance. Mr. Kimball explained the procedure for voting on the Articles, announced the 
results of the Town Election and the School District Election and asked if there were any 
requests for secret ballots. There was a request for Article 33 to be voted on by secret ballot. 
Mr. Kimball asked if there was any objection to moving Article 33 up so that it could be voted 
on after Article 2. It was moved by Carolyn Schoenbauer and seconded by John Schoenbauer to 
move Article 33 up. The motion carried. 


Article 2. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Richard Drenkhahn to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,359,457 for the construction and original equipping of a new 
Police Station, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $1,200,000 of bonds and notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of 
interest thereon; furthermore, to authorize the withdrawal of $59,457 from the Public Safety 
Facility Capital Reserve Fund created for this purpose. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. A 2/3 ballot vote is required. Charley Hanson said that this was something that 
started out eight years ago. An outside firm identified a need for a police department. In 2006 a 
Space Needs Committee was formed and the Committee found that the number one space need 
was additional space for the Police Department. In 2008 a Building Committee was formed and 
charged with investigating a location and design for a police station. Mr. Hanson said that 
Richard Drenkhahn was the Selectmen’s Representative on this Committee. Randy Mattson said 
that the Board of Selectmen fully supports this proposal and for four consecutive years the 
citizens of Center Harbor have approved the appropriation of funds for this project. Due to lack 


of space the Center Harbor Police have been using the Meredith Police Department to perform 
some of their duties. The Meredith Police Department is not willing to enter into a formal 
agreement with the Town of Center Harbor for the use of their facility; if Meredith did decide to 
allow us to use their facility we would probably be required to share the cost of their Police 
Department budget and their new building. The Brooks’ property was chosen because of its 
proximity to other Municipal offices. It was purchased with the approval of the voters at a 
Special Town Meeting on November 17, 2004, with consideration for the use of the property, for 
a Police Department. The existing well, sewer line and road would save on costly expenditures. 
Ms. Mattson said that the Morrill Park, which is adjacent to the Brooks property, presented a 
particular challenge. The Town has been working with the Attorney General’s Office of 
Charitable Trusts to resolve the complication. A petition has been filed at the Belknap County 
Probate Court. Included in this petition is the statement, “The Attorney General Director of 
Charitable Trusts assents to the relief requested in this petition.” Recently misleading 
information has been circulated about the Attorney General’s position. The Selectmen contacted 
Terry Knowles at the Attorney General’s Office and on March 5" Ms. Knowles commented, 
“Barry Borella did not include our entire conversation in his letter to the editor. When he called 
me several weeks ago I told him the AG’s office was not in favor of the project in the beginning 
but over time all parties arrived at a mutually agreeable solution and the Attorney General will 
assent to the petition to swap a larger parcel of property for the Morrill Park land. It is 
unfortunate he has chosen to omit the second half of my remarks.” What the Town would do 
add adjacent Town property to develop a new Park in honor of Dr. Leonard B. Morrill which 
would increase the Park by 143%. The park would have walkways, benches and landscaping 
and a Park Commission would be created to oversee the use and care of the new park. Ms. 
Mattson thanked the Building Committee for their time and efforts over the past year. Dennis 
Schofield had a copy of the Trust and read it. He said that the Park was given to the Town in 
1963 and the Town has held the Trust since then. Mr. Schofield said that he feels that this is 
important. He also said that money has never been appropriated for the care of the park and that 
we have failed to maintain it. Mr. Schofield said that he doesn’t think that this is what the intent 
was when the Town was given this property. Mr. Schofield said that the project looks great and 
everything would be connected but he doesn’t feel the property should be used for it. Barry 
Borella said that he attended a meeting several months ago and at that meeting one of the 
Selectmen stated that with respect to Morrill Park it was a done deal and that the AG was going 
to sign off on this. Mr. Borella said that he had correspondence with the Terry Knowles of the 
AG’s Office and asked her about the Park. He said that Atty. Knowles said that the Park was not 
just another piece of Town property and in the case of Center Harbor the proposed use was not 
consistent with the terms of the original Trust. Atty. Knowles said that the Town has chosen and 
they agreed to exchange a parcel of Town Park for a part of Dr. Morrill Park. Mr. Borella said 
that since the Town must petition Probate court to do this it is not a done deal. Mr. Borella 
thinks that there could be a challenge in Probate court. Voting for this Article began at 8:23 
P.M. and closed at 9:23 P.M. The Article was defeated by a vote of 110 Yes and 63 No votes. 


Article 33. It was moved by John Schoenbauer and seconded by David Johnson to 
approve the following resolution to be forwarded to our State Representative(s), our State 
Senator, the Speaker of the House and the Senate President. Resolved: The citizens of New 
Hampshire should be allowed to vote on an amendment to the New Hampshire Constitution that 
defines “marriage”. By petition. Fred Campbell said that this was brought forward to get the 


feeling of the communities. He said that both parties have neglected to let voters in the State 
vote on this issue. Rochelle Caney said that she did not understand what a yes or no vote would 
mean. John Kimball explained that a “yes” vote would forward this to the State to allow us to 
vote on this. Fred Campbell said that basically this is a method to show the legislators the 
interest of the people in the State. Mr. Campbell said that this is non-binding and non-partisan. 
He continued and said that both parties have had the opportunity to do this. John Kimball asked 
if this is to get the people in the State to vote on the definition of marriage. Fred Campbell said 
that this would put this on the ballot so we can vote on it. Tracy Aquilla said that the point of 
this measure is to send the message that we want to vote on this when it gets to the legislators; 
the definition could be anything but we would be able to vote on it. Jessie Foley said that she 
feels that the legislators should not be involved at all. David Hughes said that this would be the 
first step to amend the Constitution of the State of New Hampshire. Christine Buhrman said that 
she agrees with Jessie Foley; this should come from individuals not the Town. Kent Warner said 
that the State should not decide who can get married. Armand Leroux said that this should be 
put off until we know what we are voting for. Carl Marshall said that a constitutional 
amendment has to come to the voters. The polls were opened at 8:44 P.M and closed at 9:45 
P.M. This Article passed with a vote of 63 Yes and 56 No votes. The motion carried. 


Article 3. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to 
raise and appropriate $714,114 to defray the Town charges for the ensuing year. ($689,628 
appropriated in 2009). The motion carried. 


Article 4. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Peter Louden to raise and 
appropriate $20,000 to be placed in the existing Town Buildings Repairs and Maintenance 
Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of repairing and maintaining municipally owned 
buildings. ($50,000 appropriated in 2009) Recommended by the Selectmen. The vote was 
unanimously in favor. 


Article 5. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by John Schoenbauer to create 
an Expendable Trust Fund, under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Energy 
Conservation & Improvements Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of implementing the 
recommendations from the energy audit and future evaluations, as may be performed on 
municipally owned buildings and grounds and to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 for 
this fund and to appoint the Selectmen as agents to expend from this fund. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. (Majority vote required). Chris Williams explained that the Energy Committee had 
an energy audit done of the Municipal Building, Library and town Garage. The Energy 
Committee has applied for two grants, one in the amount of $297,648 for photovoltaic cells and 
the second one is for $164,532 for energy efficiency in those buildings. Mr. Williams said that 
the $20,000 could be used to fund additional studies if we don’t get the grants. Mr. Williams 
said that the Library has two carbon kits that can be checked out to check the energy use in our 
homes. The vote to approve this article was unanimous. 


Article 6. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Richard Drenkhahn Jr. 


to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 for the purpose of digitally mapping the Town. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. (Majority vote require). Mr. Drenkhahn explained that the 
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intent of this article is for property tax assessing. The Town can take advantage of a State 
program and will save about $20,000 on the mapping. This motion carried. 


Article 7. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Julian Shlager to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $4,400 for the purpose of the perambulation of the Town’s boundary 
lines. Recommended by the Selectmen. (Majority vote required). This motion carried. 


Article 8. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Peter Louden to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500 for the purpose of supporting the Coalition Communities. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. (Majority vote required). Motioned carried. 


Article 9. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $343,847 for the maintenance of Town Highways and Bridges, 
including sidewalks and dead tree removal. $36,218 to be paid from State Highway Block Aid, 
the balance of $307,629 to be raided by taxes. ($355,272 appropriated in 2009). —_ Eric Strapp 
asked for some clarification. He said that last year the appropriation was for $355,272 and that 
we did not appropriate the $60,000 that is in Article 10. Mr. Strapp went on to say that last year 
the Highway Department spent $301,463 so this is asking for a 14% increase; the next article is 
asking for $60,000. Mr. Strapp said that the total expenditure for Article 9 and 10 is $403,847 as 
opposed to last year which was $355,272. Richard Drenkhahn explained that this is an ongoing 
article; last year we had encumbered funds so it was not on the Warrant. Christine Buhrman said 
that she is very concerned for about twenty trees on High Haith Road. Ms. Buhrman said that 
she has written to the Selectmen and has spoken to the Road Agent. Ms. Buhrman feels that 
these trees are a grave danger. Road Agent Jeff Haines said that he has emailed Ms. Buhrman 
about these trees. He said that for the most part they are outside the right-of-way on private 
property. This Article passed. 


Article 10. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $60,000 for the purpose of road surface management. Road Agent 
Jeff Haines said that we are in the process of updating the Town Master Plan. The Town with 
the help of Lakes Region Planning Commission will be coming up with a road management plan 
that will use the funding in the best possible way. Motion carried. 


Article 11. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Peter Louden to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $40,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose 
of construction of a sand/salt storage shed. ($100,000 appropriated in 2009). Recommended by 
the Selectmen. Charley Hanson amended this Article to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$95,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of construction of a 
sand/salt storage shed. This motion was seconded by Diane Drenkhahn. Mr. Hanson explained 
that in 2009 the bids for the sand/salt shed were higher than what we had. The bids were just 
sent out again and they ranged from $340,000 down to $210,000. The additional $95,000 will 
allow the Town to build a sand/salt shed that will last for many years. Mr. Hanson said that if 
this is approved the storage shed will be built this year. The amendment passed. The Article as 
amended passed. 
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Article 12. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by John Schoenbauer to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 to be added to the Highway Department Truck or 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously established. ($30,000 appropriated in 2009) 
Recommended by the Selectmen. The motion carried. 


Article 13. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by David Johnson to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $249,787 for the operation of the Police Department ($248,665 
appropriated in 2009). The motion carried. 


Article 14. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by William Koerber to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $20,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purpose of purchasing a fully equipped police cruiser. ($20,000 appropriated in 2009). 
Recommended by the Selectmen. The motion carried. 


Article 15. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by William Koerber to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $141,903 for the maintenance of the Center Harbor Fire 
Department ($138,899 appropriated in 2009) The motion carried. 


Article 16. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Marty LeRoy to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose 
of purchasing a Fire Department engine or rescue vehicle. ($20,000 appropriated in 2009) 
Recommended by the Selectmen. The motion carried. 


Article 17. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by John Schoenbauer to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purpose of purchasing Self-Contained Breathing Apparatus (S.C.B.A.) ($0 appropriated in 
2009). Recommended by the Selectmen. This motion carried. 


Article 18. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purpose of design and construction of a Public Safety Building. Mr. Drenkhahn asked if this 
Article could be moved to the end of the Police Department vote. (Article 2). Those present 
agreed. 


Article 19. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Chris Williams to vote to 
discontinue the Solid Waste Capital Reserve Fund created in 1978. Said funds, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town’s general fund to 
offset the cost of solid waste disposition of 2010. Charley Hanson explained that this is an old 
fund and the money, approximately $21,000, would be used to help pay for the solid waste 
disposition. The motion passed. 


Article 20. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $157,748 for the disposition of Solid Waste. $21,309 to come from 
the closed Solid Waste Capital Reserve Fund, if Article 19 passes. ($165,104 Appropriated in 
2009). The motion passed. 
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Article 21. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Helen Heiner to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $81,721 for the operation of the James E. Nichols Memorial Library. 
($88,272 appropriated in 2009). The motion carried. 


Article 22. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Carolyn Schoenbauer to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $54,088 for the purpose of providing ambulance service to the 
Town. ($54,468 appropriate in 2009). The motion carried. 


Article 23. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by John Schoenbauer to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $56,250 for Parks and Recreation. ($61,850 appropriated in 2009). 
The motion carried. 


Article 24. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to 
establish a Recreation Revolving Fund pursuant to RSA 35-B:2 II. The money received from 
fees and charges for recreation, park services and facilities shall be allowed to accumulate from 
year to year, and shall not be considered to be part of the Town’s general fund unreserved fund 
balance. The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all monies in the fund, and shall pay out the 
same only upon order of the Board of Selectmen (no further Town Meeting approval required). 
These funds may be expended only for recreation purposes as stated in RSA 35-B and no 
expenditure shall be made in such a way as to require the expenditure of other town funds that 
have not been appropriated for that purpose. Richard Drenkhahn explained that the Selectmen 
wanted to do this in order to have a clear way to trace funds and to offset some of the cost of 
Parks and Recreation. The motion passed. 


Article 25. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Richard LaPlante to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $21,550 for Patriotic Purposes including Fourth of July activities. 
($20,630 appropriated in 2009). This motion carried. 


Article 26. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $9,200 for the Center Harbor Band Concerts. ($9,721 appropriated in 
2009). This motion carried. 


Article 27. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Marty LeRoy to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $25,000 for Direct Welfare. ($14,000 appropriate in 2009). The 
motion carried. 


Article 28. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Julian Shlager to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,750 for the support of Emergency Management. ($1,250 appropriated 
in 2009). The motion carried. 


Article 29. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Richard LaPlante to raise 


and appropriate the sum of $1,050 for Center Harbor’s share of the operation of the Red Hill Fire 
Tower. ($1,050 appropriated in 2009). The motion carried. 
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Article 30. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for the Centre Harbor Historical Society. ($500 
appropriated in 2009). The motion carried. 


Article 31. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Carolyn Schoenbauer to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $38,753 for the support of the following health and welfare 
agencies. ($38,252 appropriated in 2009):

David Schimke said that last year the Soup Kitchen request came in too late for the Warrant. 
Because it is new this year he would like to know why if it is called the Center Harbor Soup 
Kitchen there are people coming from Wakefield and Tamworth. Mr. Schimke would like to 
know if we can restrict them from using our name and our church and if there can be boundaries 
of who would be served. Mr. Schimke asked if someone was present who could speak to this. It 
was moved by Eric Strapp and seconded by Marty LeRoy to allow Michelle Taft, who is not a 
resident of Center Harbor to speak. The motion passed. Michelle Taft, Co-Chair, of the Center 
Harbor Soup Kitchen, said that they called themselves the Center Harbor Soup Kitchen because 
they are housed in Center Harbor and wanted to use the name of where they are located. The 
Congregational Church has allowed them the use of their facility. They are open every Tuesday 
evening from 5:30 to 6:30 P.M.; they do not have anyone sign in when they come. Ms. Taft said 
that their budget is $7,000. Kent Warner, a Trustee of the Congregational Church, said we are a 
community, if those who come can afford it they chip in; this is self-supporting. The motion 
carried. 


Article 32. Due to Article 2 not passing this Article was struck from the Warrant. 


Article 18 was brought forward at this time. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and 
seconded by John Schoenbauer to amend the sum of $1.00 to $50,000 to be raised and 
appropriated and to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of design and 
construction of a Public Safety Facility. Ron Andersen said that Mr. Drenkhahn made the 
motion backwards. Richard Drenkhahn motioned to amend this Article to put $50,000 in the 
existing Capital Reserve Fund. Ron Andersen seconded the motion. The motion to amend the 
Article passed. The Article as amended passed. 
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Article 34. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Marty LeRoy to allow 
a discount of two (2) percent on taxes paid within twenty-two (22) days of issue of tax bills by 
the Tax Collector. The motion carried. 


Article 35. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by John Schoenbauer to 
choose agents or committees in relation to any article of the Warrant and hear reports of any 
heretofore chosen. 


Roger Kelley and his family wanted to thank the Fire Department for responding so quickly to 
his brother Reggie’s 911 call. Mr. Kelley said that he was amazed at how quickly the firemen 
responded. 


David Schimke said that he had had two attacks last Fall. He wanted to recognize the Fire 
Department with a donation. Mr. Schimke was told that if he made the check out to the Fire 
Department that it would go into the Town’s General Fund, but if he made it out to the Center 
Harbor Volunteers Association it would go the firemen and they could use it for what they 
wanted. Charley Hanson told Mr. Schimke that was true. 


Charley Hanson thanked his fellow Selectmen, all of the Department Heads, the Energy 
Committee, the Building Committee, the Town Employees and all of the Volunteers who do so 
much for the Town. 


John Kimball thanked all of those present. 


The 2010 Town Meeting was dissolved at 9:57 P.M.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Cary H. Mead Meeting Room in Said Center 
Harbor on Tuesday, the eighth day of March at ten of the clock in the morning until six of 
the clock in the evening to act upon Article 1. You are hereby notified to meet at the Fire 
Station in Said Center Harbor on Tuesday, the eighth day of March at seven thirty of the 
clock in the evening to act upon Articles 2 through 35. 


Article 1-A. To choose all necessary Town and School Officers for the year ensuing. 


Article 1-B. To see if the Town will vote to put the following wetland into State Prime 
Wetlands status: 


Center Harbor Designated Wetland #70: The Snake River Wetlands Complex. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,275,000 for the construction and original equipping of a new Police Station, including 
the purchase of the “McCahan” property (TML 8-34) and to authorize the issuance of not 
more than $1,200,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; furthermore, 
to authorize the withdrawal of $75,000 from the Public Safety Facility Capital Reserve 
Fund created for this purpose. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (2/3 ballot 
vote required). 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a

James E. Nichols Memorial Library 
Librarian’s Report 


Centennial Celebration. 2010 was the 100" anniversary of the dedication of the Nichols 
Memorial Library. To ready the library for its Centennial, the Trustees, with the generous 
support of the Selectmen, had the Library’s exterior cleaned and repaired. The restoration work 
was done by Northeast Masonry. In May, a history of the library, researched and written by 
librarian Jon Kinnaman, was published and an exhibit of historic materials was displayed... On 
June 26", a public celebration of the Centennial was held on the library grounds. Fr. David 
Steffy, Trustee Helen Heiner, Selectman Charlie Hanson, and Librarian Jon Kinnaman spoke on 
the value of the library to the community. Copies of the library’s history were presented to the 
Selectmen and the Historical Society, a time capsule (now in the library’s safe) was sealed and 
proclamations from the New Hampshire Statehouse were read. After the ceremony, a reception 
was held on the library grounds. We are again reminded of the great fortune it has been for 
Center Harbor to have this fine facility. 


Belknap College Memorial. In October, the library accepted a granite bench from the Belknap 
College Alumni Association commemorating the college and its place in Center Harbor history. 
The bench was placed on the library grounds, facing the former site of the college 


Library Use and Patron Services. In 2010, the library recorded 14,869 circulations, somewhat 
less than 2009 but higher than 2005-2008. Below is a breakdown of this year’s borrowing:

During the year, there were 8,068 recorded visits to the Library and 148 new library cards issued. 
We provided passes to the Squam Lakes Science Center, Shaker Village, the Currier Museum of 
Art, and the Wright Museum. In partnership with Altrusa of Meredith, we made book deliveries 
to shut-in patrons. In October, the library participated in the Lakes Region community read of 
the Guernsey Literary and Potato Peel Society and co-hosted a book discussion with the 
Bayswater Book Group of Center Harbor. Our web page and our column in the Meredith News 
kept patrons informed of library news. Service interactions are detailed below:

Our computer workstations and wifi received much use, particularly during the summer months.

Collection. The Library held 15,037 titles at the end of 2010. We added 941 new materials to 
the collection. Of these materials, 418 circulated 5 or more times; 63 circulated 15 or more. 
The staff removed 729 dated, damaged or infrequently used items from the collection, and 101 
lost holdings which had been carried over from previous years. Audio cassette tapes are being 
phased out of the collection, with a core of popular and classic titles being retained.

New shelf inserts were added 
to the audio spinner, making it compatible with CD cases. A new reading-theme rug in the 
children’s corner brought added comfort and color. 





Staff, Trustees, Friends and Donors. Librarian Jon Kinnaman attended trainings at the NH 
State Library, took part in the NHLA Small Libraries Summit, sat on the Town’s Joint Loss 
Management Committee, and served as the DVD chair of the Scrooge and Marley Coop. Library 
Assistant Linda Belisle helped with collection maintenance, inter-library loan, reference/book 
advisory services, and kept our book displays up-to-date. Library Aide Kim Anderson helped at 
the circulation desk, contributed to youth books selections and assisted with cataloging 
functions. The Library’s Board of Trustees deserves special thanks for the many hours of service 
given to the Nichols Library. 


Finally, thanks are due to the many friends who contributed to the well being of the Library over 
the past year: to the Center Harbor Selectmen, for approving the exterior clean-up and for their 
general support; to Jeff Haines and Bob Beem for help with facility maintenance; to the Center 
Harbor Historical Society, for use of their exhibit case; to Altrusa of Meredith, for making our 
book delivery program possible; to Meredith Village Savings Bank, for providing a pass to 
Sqaum Lakes Science Center. We thank the many patrons and friends of the library who 
donated materials and made gifts to our general fund. Finally, we thank the people of Center 
Harbor for their interest in and support of the library. We look forward to serving you all as we 
move into a new century of service!

2010 Center Harbor Planning Board Report 


The Board approved five boundary line adjustments and three minor 
subdivisions in 2010. 


Boundary Line Adjustments: 


Between the Edward Nathan Dane Real Estate Trust and the Paul C. Maggi Trust 
to exchange small parcels of about two-tenths acre each on Dane Road. 


Between the Edward Dane Trust and itself to add 22 acres of land to an existing 
four acre lot on Dane Road, just prior to the sale of its remaining land of 223.52 acres in 


that area to Lakes Region Conservation Trust. 


Between the Edward Dane Trust and Jonathan D. Halsey Trust to exchange small 
parcels of about one acre each on Center Harbor Neck Road. 


Between Pamela Markley and Andrew Burke to exchange very small parcels on 
Dew Point Lane and Lake Winnipesaukee. 


Between the Paul C. Maggi Trust and Thomas and Sandra McClaskie to add nine 
acres of the Maggi land to the McClaskie land on Center Harbor Neck Road. 


Subdivisions: 


The Paul C. Maggi Trust created one new lot of five acres on Center Harbor Neck 
Road. 


The Edward Dane Trust created one new lot of six acres on Center Harbor Neck 
Road. 


The Damon family created one lot of just under four acres and one lot of just 
under 13 acres from its land on College Road and Squam Lake. 


Other: 
The Board approved site plan review applications for Kathleen Sweeney’s 
accounting office on Dane Road and a proposed dog kennel on the Melo property on 


Daniel Webster Highway. 


In December, the Board completed its update of Chapters one through five of the 
Master Plan with the able help of Mike Izzard of Lakes Region Planning Commission.

Center Harbor Conservation Commission 


In 2010, the Conservation Commission completed the establishment of five prime wetlands 
within the town. The Paquette Wetlands Complex, Hale Swamp, Leroux Wetlands, a portion of 
Hawkins Pond and Johnson-Monroe-Perkins Wildlife & Wetlands Complex have received prime 
wetlands status and protection from the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services. 
This effort was initiated by CHCC and approved by the residents with a vote back in March 
2006. 


In March of 2010, the Conservation Commission celebrated the permanent conservation of 
Center Harbor Woods. This 224 acre parcel of land purchased in partnership with the Lakes 
Region Conservation Trust and the Squam Lakes Conservation Society increased the amount of 
conserved land within Center Harbor by 30%. Center Harbor Woods encompasses forests and 
wetlands, provides significant wildlife habitat and contains a network of hiking trails for four- 
season enjoyment. The “Woods” parcel is contiguous with two other conserved properties, the 
121 acre Pine Hill Conservation Area and the 47 acre Proctor Sanctuary. A trail map and list of 
wildlife and plants can be obtained from LRCT Headquarters on Route 25B. 


The Commission, working closely with Ecosystem Management Consultants of Sandwich, has 
recently completed the Natural Resource Inventory for the Town. The NRI provides an inventory 
of natural resources within the town in order to preserve open space and scenic views, to monitor 
conservation easements held by the Town, to protect water quality and to develop and distribute 
information to the public on conservation matters. The NRI findings are being incorporated into 
the Town’s Master Plan. 


The CHCC has recently recommended to the Town the proposal to apply to NHDES for a sixth 
prime wetland to encompass the Snake River Wetlands Complex between the upper Snake River 
Bridge on Winona Road down to the lower Snake River Bridge on Waukewan Road. This 
complex is the home to a number of protected species and acts as a large filter for the water 
flowing between Lake Winona and Lake Waukewan. It is essentially undeveloped and the 
Commission believes it should remain that way. Most of the New Hampton side of the waterway 
is already in conservation. The CH residents will have an opportunity to vote on this proposal in 
March 2011. 


As the Commission has indicated in previous Annual Reports, we are continuously looking for 
volunteers to preserve the rural nature of the Town. Interested individuals should contact the 
Town or Bruce Bond at 279-6430 or bondbr@metrocast.net. The Commission meets at the Town 
Hall on the second Tuesday of each month from 10 AM until Noon.

Annual Report 


Center Harbor Fire Department 
2010 


In 2010 the Center Harbor Fire Department (CHFD) responded to 392 incidents including fires, 
medical emergencies, motor vehicle accidents, and service calls. This is an increase over 2009. 
While this was a busy year, calls during the summer were up dramatically with July and August 
reaching all time highs, 51 and 44 respectively. The CHFD was able to accomplish many 
initiatives to improve the performance of the department as well as increase safety in Center 
Harbor. 


The CHFD is currently comprised of 24 paid on-call employees. These are members who 
respond to calls by way of a tone pager from Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid. The CHFD also 
has a Boy Scout Explorer youth program that is a joint initiative to recruit new members with the 
Towns of Meredith, Moultonborough, and Sandwich. This program gets younger people 
involved today with hopes of them becoming regular members in the future. CHFD members 
train regularly in fire, medical and hazardous material emergencies. 20 of our members are 
nationally certified firefighters. CHFD has 13 Emergency Medical Technicians (EMTs). 


Over the last 3 years a goal of the Fire Department has been to reduce the cost of Fire Insurance 
for residents and businesses. This can only be accomplished by testing and certification by the 
Insurance Services Office, also known as ISO. Center Harbor had never had a full evaluation, 
only reviews that rated us as 9/10. This is the poorest rating that there is. ISO looks at everything 
from the dispatch center, response times, training and education, staffing, fire fighting 
equipment, automatic aid, mutual aid and capability to flow the necessary water to fight fires 
within our jurisdiction. In July ISO evaluated The Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid 
Communications Center and began the process of testing the Center Harbor Fire Departments 
Plans for fire suppression. One big step in the process was flowing water through out the village 
area using the new hydrant push system. We flowed over 1100 gallons per minute on Main 
Street within 3 minutes of arrival. Throughout Town our water supply plan worked as was 
expected and a new rating of 5/8 was achieved. What this adds up to is a reduction in Fire 
Insurance costs by as much as 40% to 50% in the village area and an average for the 
homeowners in the outlying areas of 15% to 25% per year. I encourage you to contact your 
insurance company as this new rate takes affect 01/01/11 


One other item that I wanted to address in this years report is Mutual Aid. All towns are required 
to be able to supply basic fire, medical and hazmat services to there response areas. For the most 
part we all do a good job with this. However due to many communities geographical layouts it is 
not possible to have Fire Stations in every corner of a community. Center Harbor has 2 Fire 
Stations, Station 1 on Main Street in the village and Station 2 at the Highway Garage at the 
corner of 25B and Rt3. Station 2 is the geographic center of town. We rely on our Mutual Aid 
towns, Meredith, Holderness and Ashland for automatic mutual aid on the West side of Center 
Harbor. This ensures a rapid response for Fire and Medical calls in this section of town. In the 
village area on high hazard, high risk buildings Moultonborough give us assistance. We in turn 
give assistance to Moultonborough and Meredith on the West and East ends of their towns. 
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While not truly part of mutual aid, Moultonborough has supplied us with breathing air from their 
compressor and cascade systems, as well as decontaminating our turnout gear as needed with 
their in house system. 


CHFD currently has two Class A Fire Engines that each carry 1000 gallons of water and have 
pumps capable of pumping 1250 gallons of water per minute. These engines are also able to 
pump water from any of the 13 Hydrants or two cisterns that are located around town or from 
any lake or pond that is accessible. Both engines also have all the equipment needed to fight fires 
such as self contained breathing apparatus (SCBA) for entry into burning buildings and basic 
medical equipment. 


In addition to the two fire engines, the CHFD has Rescue 1, which is a medium duty rescue truck 
that has a high-pressure fire pump and 300 gallons of water and foam. This unit is equipped with 
the medical equipment needed to respond to medical emergencies, including cardiac monitoring. 
It also carries rescue equipment for motor vehicle accidents including the “Jaws of Life’, a 
portable generator and pumps. It also serves as our forestry unit carrying basic forestry 
equipment as well as ice and water rescue equipment, such as an ice sled and several cold water 
immersion suits. We have backcountry mountain rescue equipment as well. 


Rescue 2, which is a light/medium duty rescue truck that can handle basic medical calls and can 

be used as a rehabilitation unit on incidents where firefighters and citizens can be kept warm or 
cool as needed and basic medical care, can be provided. This truck can be used in the event that 
we need to move elderly or disabled citizens to the Fire Station to shelter them. The rescue truck 
can be utilized as a command post on any fire/EMS/mass casualty/storm related incident. On 
motor vehicle accidents patients can be moved into this unit for assessment and preparation for 
transport. In the event that there are multiple patients or ambulances are not available for other 
reasons, this unit can be used as an ambulance to transport patients to a hospital. 


Due to the fact Center Harbor is a lake community the CHFD has two boats on trailers available 

to go to any lake or pond as needed. Boat | is equipped with a high-pressure fire pump that is 
removable and can be used from a dock or from the boat. It has basic medical gear and a 
floating-basket stretcher for carrying patients in the boat. Boat 2 is a smaller Zodiac-type 
inflatable boat that can go anywhere in shallow water and small ponds. 


I wish to thank all the members of the CHFD who faithfully leave work and family to respond to 
emergency calls. It is getting harder every year to recruit new members. If you or someone you 
know is interested in a part time job with great personal rewards please contact me. Thanks to the 
Selectmen for their support, and especially the citizens, taxpayers and visitors whose support 
makes our jobs easier and rewarding.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively 
to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire 
Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) 
a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and 
responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & 
Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season had a slightly lower number of fires, as well as lower number of acres burned then the 5 year average. What 
made this fire season somewhat unusual was that it lasted most of the summer. New Hampshire typically has a fairly active spring fire 
season and then the summer rains tend to dampen fire activity later in the season. This year virtually all areas of the state had fires 
throughout the summer due to the periodic dry spells throughout the season. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget 
constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger days. Despite 
the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by contracted aircraft and the NH 
Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. The largest fire for the season was 10.3 acre fire in Charlestown. Many 
homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels 
intermix. Several of the fires during the 2010 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just 
trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your 
roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, 
your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

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Center Harbor Police Department 
2010 Annual Report 


| would like to begin this year by reintroducing your Center Harbor Police Department due to 
questions raised during recent hearings on the proposed police facility. In addition, | have 
included some specifics on the work performed by the Center Harbor Police Department over 
the last year. 


Since 2003, the Center Harbor Police Department (CHPD) full-time staff has consisted solely of 
three police officers. We also have five part-time police officers, who between them, are 
budgeted for a total of 39 shifts over the course of the year. There is also a part-time 
administrative assistant who works 12 hours per week and a contract prosecutor who has been 
with us since 2006, and works as required by case load. Three of the part-time officers work as 
full time police officers in bordering communities; one is a retired police chief, and one will 
complete his training in 2011. Your department provides active coverage of one officer on duty, 
for two shifts a day. The CHPD is also on-call from our homes five overnights per week, 
meaning we respond to emergencies called in by dispatch during this time. The State Police 
respond to emergencies 2 overnights per week and/or when other shifts or call time cannot be 
covered by the regular Center Harbor officers. What this means is that when a call for service, 
or emergency is placed, a CHPD officer will be there the vast majority of the time. 


CHPD police officers are responsible for the investigation and enforcement of criminal, juvenile 
and motor vehicle law every day of the year in order to protect the citizens of Center Harbor. 
As a result, the CHPD regularly performs the following: 

e Enforces specific town ordinances 

e Processes crimes scenes 
Properly handles evidence to address preservation of evidence and chain of custody 
Seizes firearms, ammunition and deadly weapons in accordance with court orders 
Mediates disputes to promote and preserve the peace 
Testifies in District and Superior Court, administrative vehicle hearings and mental 
health competency hearings 
e Assists citizens and visitors of the community 
e Responds to emergencies 
e Investigates unattended or untimely deaths 
e Investigates motor vehicle accidents 
e Assists other departments as needed 


In addition to the above work, the CHPD has to perform extensive administrative duties, which 
include report writing, right-to-know requests, discovery requirements, insurance report 
requests, pistol permit applications, and attendance at town and regional committee meetings. 


2010 was a very busy year for the CHPD. We ended the year with a total of 2014 calls for 
service. This includes 922 incidents, 971 motor vehicles stops, 39 motor vehicle accidents, and 
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82 arrests (30 which were residents). In addition, the State Police made 13 arrests and handled 
28 Incidents. Unfortunately, we saw an increase in both crimes against persons and crimes 
against property. Some of the incidents investigated were: three sexual assaults in which two 
were forcible rapes; ten physical assaults; seven criminal threatening incidents; 41 theft 
investigations; five burglary investigations; eight suicide attempts; and seven drug 
investigations, one of which lead to the seizure of 41 marijuana plants. The CHPD served six 
restraining orders and seized numerous firearms, ammunition, and other deadly weapons to 
prevent acts of violence. 


| do not know how to put into words some of the things CHPD police officers have experienced 
this past year. Hours spent in a hospital with a rape victim as they endure a medical 
examination, taking a knife away from someone who has just cut their wrist because they no 
longer wish live, the hours counseling people with marital problems, or families dealing with 
drug/alcohol addictions. This part of the job is the most time consuming and important thing 
we do. Arresting people is not the difficult part of the job. Although the criminal justice system 
is far from perfect, there is a system in place for those accused of committing crimes. Helping 
people and trying to find solutions to the many problems before individuals get to the level of 
being arrested is the difficult part. These situations and their dynamics are all different and 
cannot be painted with a broad brush. Sometimes we are successful and sometime we are not, 
but we always try. 


CHPD officers have experienced some serious situations over the last year. One nearly tragic 
event that occurred was when one of our officers was attacked while assisting a bordering 
community. An intoxicated subject tackled the officer and tried to take his gun. Fortunately, 
the officer was able to keep the gun holstered and pin the subject to the ground until he could 
be assisted by other officers. There is only one reason a person tries to take a police officer’s 
gun. The attack was unprovoked and was the result of the officer simply telling this person 
they needed to get in line as he attempted to enter an event. People do unpredictable things 
when they are under of the influence of drugs or alcohol, or when they are desperate. We 
commonly deal with both of these types of individuals. Another incident involved an officer 
who was arresting a person at the Town Beach. The officer was surrounded by several other 
individuals who wanted to interfere with the arrest and was assisted by the boat launch 
attendant to keep these people from the officer as the person was being taken into custody 
while resisting arrest. The matter was resolved peacefully. 


What | have outlined is not to scare people but to make the citizens of Center Harbor aware of 
what is going on within the community. Our low-key approach to handling these situations has 
lead to the resolution of many personal family issues and to the successful prosecution of 
crimes. Apparently it has also created the impression for some that nothing ever occurs in 
Center Harbor. Center Harbor is a safe community but it is not crime or victim free. We do not 
live in a bubble and crime does not stop at our borders. 


On the financial side, the CHPD again received several grants. The CHPD received two from the 
Highway Safety Agency that allowed us to provide additional patrol coverage. We also received 
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a training grant from the Police Standards and Training Council. This grant allowed the Chief to 
complete the Executive Management Course at Roger William’s University. All department 
personnel have also received the required annual training along with advanced training in 
specialties areas. Between grants, alcohol fines, details, and administrative fees, the police 
department brought in over $11,000.00 in revenue that has been returned to the town’s 
general fund. All revenue from speeding tickets goes to the State of New Hampshire. 


In 2011 you will again be asked to fund the construction of a new police station. The design has 
been the culmination of years of research from both citizens of town and _ industry 
professionals. This included site visits to other police stations and extensive research by the 
Building Committee charged with coming up with a proposal. The proposed CHPD facility was 
then designed specifically for the needs of this community. The construction of this facility 
would not only allow us to be more efficient now and into the future, but would protect the 
civil rights of all. 


As always, the officers and staff that work for the citizens of Center Harbor appreciate your 
support.

The overall cost of the current proposal is less than that of last year’s design even 
with the purchase of the McCahan property. The Committee feels that we have 
been responsive to the input received and have presented a well designed plan 
that will work for our police department, the residents of Center Harbor and the 
many who enjoy visiting our town. We learned that proper design is critical in a 
police facility and is not just a matter of square footage. Safety, security, privacy 
and dignity are not just required for our officers, but also for those they serve. 


We would like to thank Architect Gary Goudreau and Construction Manager Keith 
McBey for their professionalism and the donation of numerous hours this past 
year in helping this project to move forward. 
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Center Harbor Energy Committee 
2010 Activities 


Now in its third full year of service to the town, the Center Harbor Energy Committee is pleased to report 
the completion of several energy-saving improvements for the town as well as the initiation of new 
activities focused on additional and ongoing energy savings (as outlined in the Jordan Institute Report, 
see 2009 Activities). Last year, the Town approved creation of a $20,000 trust fund for energy 
conservation activities. That funding, plus the time and expertise contributed by many, made these 
projects possible. This year your Energy Committee requests that the town fund a like amount. 


Accomplishments in 2010 include: 


Upgraded lighting in the Town Municipal Building and Garage 
An upgrade to modern and more energy efficient lighting addressed both efficiency issues and greatly 


improved lighting. Jeff Haines has reported that, “At five times the amount of light we used to have in 
the Town Garage, the upgrade has greatly improved our work environment and created safer conditions.” 
Almost half the total project cost of $11,000 was paid by the New Hampshire Electric Cooperative’s Small 
Business Energy Efficiency Program. The remaining amount was contributed by the energy trust fund. 
Payback at current market rates (estimated at $2,100 annual savings) is three years. 


Specify energy-efficient replacement boiler for the Municipal Buildin 
Advised Selectmen on replacement of a leaking boiler with a more energy efficient unit. The increased 
cost was insignificant, and the total installed cost was covered from the Town maintenance fund. 


Specify replacement garage doors for the Town Fire Station 


Worked with the Selectman and Fire Chief on replacing the aging garage doors with new and more 
energy-efficient doors that retain the desirable character of the building design. The Energy Committee 
agreed to contribute approximately $3,250 of the total $6,500 cost of two of the four doors and the New 
Hampshire Electric Cooperative will fund the other $3,250. (The Town will completely cover the cost of 
replacing the other two doors.) This project is scheduled for completion early in 2011. 


Applied for grants from the NH Office of Energy and Planning 
Based on the Jordan Institute report findings, the committee prepared grant proposals for Energy 


Efficiency and Conservation Block Grants, but did not receive funding. 


Advised on window sealing and insulation for Library 
Met with Library Trustees to discuss energy efficiency measures for sealing air leaks in the Library’s 


windows without altering the character of the building’s architecture. 


Researched establishing a Fuel Coop for Town residents 
Conducted preliminary inquiries to determine conditions of membership and potential savings on fuel oil 


and propane. Conducted a survey of interest among residents subscribed to the Energy Committee’s e- 
mail list. 


Distributed information regarding various energy fairs/workshops 


Worked with LRPC and Planning Board on an Energy Chapter for the Town Master Plan 


Maintained the CHEC website 
Distributed energy-related information to Town residents at http://www.realitychec.org. 


The Center Harbor Energy Committee has committed approximately $9,400 from the Energy Trust Fund 
in 2010 and has requested that Town Meeting approve $20,000 (flat funding) for the Trust Fund in 2011. 


The Energy Committee meets every 1° Thursday of the month at 7:00 PM in the Cary Mead Meeting 


Room. Agenda and minutes are on the Town’s website http://www.centerharbornh.org. Town residents 
are encouraged to attend meetings, especially if they have energy-related questions or suggestions. 
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Center Harbor Parks & Recreation 
Annual Report

July 4" — The entire day was in honor of the 100" Anniversary of Nicholas Memorial 
Library. The Annual Center Harbor Foot Race took place, with over 700 runners. The 
Kids Fun Run had over 200 runners. The parade along with the concerts was also a great 
hit. The busy day ended with a spectacular display of fireworks over Center Harbor Bay. 


Facilities — The basketball court, tennis courts, baseball fields along with the playground 
at the beach was used extensively this year by many people of all ages. A new canoe rack 
was constructed near the canoe house. 


Boardwalk — With funds generated from the boat launch fees a new boardwalk and brick 
pathway was constructed. The old boardwalk had served the town very well over the 


years. Recreation and DPW employees completed the work. 


Fall — The annual “Trick or Treat” Party took place at the Municipal Building. With the 
kids enjoyed treats and a opportunity to decorated pumpkins. 
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Winter — This year the town buildings along with the “Town Christmas Tree” were 
decorated with energy efficient LED lights. The outdoor skating ring had a lot of use this 
year too.

REPORT TO THE PEOPLE 2011 
Ray Burton, Executive Councilor 





Writing this report to the citizens of District One is always an interesting 
undertaking to try to condense on one page a quick look at where your NH 
State government might be headed in 201 1and the years ahead. 


There have been significant changes in the membership of the Legislature 
and Executive Council at the NH State House. This coupled with a serious 
lack of money to accomplish basic needs as currently being delivered will 
certainly present challenges for NH House and Senate members.

The Lakes Region continues to grow and evolve. As our economy and world change, so does the work 
we are engaged in. The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an organization established 
according to state law to provide area communities and the region with the capacity to respond to and 
shape the pressures of change in a purposeful way. With a service area covering over 1,200 square 
miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide range of 
planning services to member municipalities. The Commission offers direct and support services 
including technical assistance, geographic information systems, transportation planning, land use, 
environmental planning, hazard planning and economic development. Local, state, and federal 
resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a 
resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and 
leadership to the governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Some of the services provided on behalf of the town of Center Harbor and the region in the past fiscal 
year are noted below: 


LOCAL 


e Worked with the Public Works Software Solutions (PWS) Road Safety Management System 
(RSMS) software to complete an analysis of town roads. 


e Incorporated edits to the Land Use/Land Cover classification received from town residents for 
the town’s Natural Resources Inventory (NRI). Printed several maps for the town’s Natural 
Resources Inventory. Took photos of Center Harbor landmarks to be used in the Master Plan. 


e Finalized the Community Facilities and Utilities Chapter of the Master Plan and worked with 
GIS technician to finalize changes to the Facilities and Utilities Map based on planning board 
feedback. 


e Prepared current housing stock assessment graphics from interpretation of tax assessor data. 
Conducted a Future Land Use analysis, using current zoning and constraints of wetlands, 
conservation land, steep slopes, and already developed land. Calculated acreage available for 
future land uses and created two Future Land Use maps for use by the planning board. 


e Completed research on Housing Choice and compared the town’s Master Plan, current zoning, 
and regulations with RSA 674:58 — 61 (Workforce Housing). Summarized and prepared 
recommendations for the Master Plan. 


e Provided copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulation books to the town at 
considerable savings.

Region Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS) to attendees. 


Completed a Phase I Lakes Region Broadband Study to determine the extent and capacity of 
existing broadband service. 
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Planned and facilitated four Lakes Region CEDS committee meetings throughout the year, and 
initiated another application to EDA to help the region explore the possibility of creating an 
economic development district. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Conducted over 160 traffic and turning movement counts around the region. 


Convened many meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical Advisory Committee (TAC) 
to enhance local involvement in regional transportation planning and project development. 
Conducted research on behalf of the TAC on special projects such as road salt storage rules and 
best management practices from several states. 


Continue to provide assistance to an exploratory committee interested in developing a Scenic 
Byway around Lake Winnipesaukee. 


Initiated the development of a Bicycle and Pedestrian Plan for the Region. 


Recommended a priority list of Transportation Enhancement projects to the NH Department of 
Transportation (NHDOT) for future funding. 


PUBLIC FACILITIES 


Secured support from the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) to assist the Lakes 
Region Facility Commission with determining the best long-term use of the former Lakes 
Region prison site, a location that has considerable redevelopment potential. 


Modified and improved Community Facility maps for the regional towns and posted them to 
LRPC’s website. 


Facilitated the Energy Alliance meeting held in Campton at the White Mountain National 
Forest (WMNF) headquarters complex. WMNEF staff, New Hampshire Co-op and Jordan 
Institute representatives provided an overview and discussion on the energy efficiencies and 
systems at the complex and conducted a tour of the facility. 


Planned and facilitated three Lakes Region Energy Alliance meetings. The Alliance is a 
consortium of local energy committees brought together to share ideas and activity. 


Represented the region at the Local Energy Solutions Conference, hosted by Clean Air — Cool 
Planet and the Local Energy Committee Working Group, in Concord. The Energy Technical 
Assistance Program (ETAP) was officially launched at the conference. In attendance were 
other RPC representatives, members of local energy committees from the Lakes Region, and 
other regions of NH. LRPC is the main point of contact on the ETAP program. 
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HOUSING 


Prepared and distributed the 2010 Development Trends Report to communities and the news 
media. 


Drafted a process to conduct a Workforce Housing Assessment to help communities determine 
if their planning regulations and laws are in compliance with the Workforce Housing law.

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Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
2010 Annual Report 


The 2010 Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) Collections were conducted in 
a safe and efficient manner on July 31, 2010 and August 7, 2010 at eight different locations. 
The event was coordinated by the Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC). 1,797 
households participated in this annual collection; overall this represents 4.6% of the 
households in the twenty-four Lakes Region communities that participated in this year’s 
HHW Collection. The percentage of households participating from individual communities 
ranged from less than 2% to more than 8%. 


Over 22,000 gallons of HHW and more than 35,000 feet of fluorescent bulbs were disposed 
of properly. This year saw a large increase in the number of compact fluorescent bulbs 
(CFLs). Paint products continue to comprise more than 50% of our cost of disposal. 


One third of those attending this year’s collections had never attended one of these 
collections in the past. While many people still learn about the HHW collections from 
newspapers and signs around town, more and mote are visiting the regional website. 


The estimated cost per Lakes Region household was $2.40. Due to increases in disposal and 
transportation costs, the appropriation for each community participating in the 2011 
collection has increased; the first increase in four years. The next Household Hazardous 
Waste Collections will be held July 30, 2011 and August 6, 2011. All residents and property 
owners in participating communities are encouraged to take this opportunity to safely 
dispose of your household hazardous products. For more information, check with your local 
coordinator or LRPC (http://www.lakesrpc.org/services_hhw.asp) for details. 
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CHILD AND FAMILY SERVICES, LAKES REGION OFFICE 


On behalf of the clients and staff of Child and Family Services, we are pleased to send this report 
to the residents of Center Harbor on the services we provided to the community in the past year. 
Town support is critical to our being able to offer a wide range of services to children and their 
families without regard to income. All of the agency’s services are affordable and accessible to 
families in need. 


The funding provided by the Town of Center Harbor mainly supports a full range of services 
offered by CFS including substance abuse assessment and treatment services for adolescents, 
family and children’s counseling, intensive services to prevent out of home placement of 
children in foster care and child abuse prevention services, all provided to residents this year. In 
the current economic climate, more individuals and families are struggling to keep afloat. 
Challenged by unemployment or working more than one low-paying job, being uninsured or 
underinsured, and facing higher levels of stress due to short finances, leads to emotional stress. 
This combination of unrelenting pressure and limited resources can lead to a cycle of coping 
difficulties, emotional outbursts or withdrawal, and chronic relationship conflicts that can 
interfere with positive decision-making, healthy actions and parenting. 


Every dollar the community invested in Child and Family Services returned $9 dollars in 
additional services provided to residents. We continue to count on your help to be able to offer a 
full range of quality, professional services to children and their families who otherwise could not 
afford them because they lack insurance or are underinsured. 75% of the families we serve live 
below the federal poverty guidelines. We believe that CFS has the most accessible and balanced 
fee policy of any similar agency in the state. This is made possible by grants, such as those 
received by the town of Center Harbor and makes it possible for us to serve the most needy, 
vulnerable families without regard to income. Town support also makes it possible for us to 
secure a range of other charitable and public dollars that require local matching funds. 


Child and Family Services is New Hampshire's oldest charitable social service organization. We 
have been serving New Hampshire children and families for 160 years. We are pleased to serve 
the families of Center Harbor through offices at 95 Water Street, Laconia, 841 Central Street, 
Franklin or through our Manchester office at 464 Chestnut Street and Teen Outreach Center, 99

Meredith Public Health Nursing Association, (MPHNA), is your local non- 
profit home care visiting nurse agency serving Meredith and Center Harbor. 
Our highly skilled, licensed, and professional staff provides nursing, 
rehabilitation therapies, personal care assistance, homemaker and senior companion services within the 
home. Founded in 1923, MPHNA is Medicare/Medicaid certified, and licensed by the State of New 
Hampshire. Be sure to visit our website, www.MPHNA.org, to help you address and answer questions 
about your present or future home health care needs. 





Remaining a small community based visiting nurse agency is important. A part of our mission is that 
we will provide home care services based on client need, not ability to pay. Center Harbor’s community 
support each year enables us to continue to meet that mission as we have for many years. The present 
economic environment and health care changes has led to more of your community neighbors going 
without health insurance coverage yet still often in need of home health care services. 


MPHNA provides a FREE Blood Pressure clinic in the Carey Mead room the first Monday of each 
month, (11 a.m.-12 noon). We held our annual seasonal flu clinics at our main office, in the Carey 
Mead room, and several area businesses in addition to being sure our homebound clients received them. 
We continue to be active members of local emergency preparedness committees working to keep Center 
Harbor well prepared for any public health threats. 


Our Board of Directors include: President Phyllis Hamblet, Vice-President Thomas Pryor, Secretary 
Max Jenness, Treasurer Robert Davis, Asst Treasurer Frances Secord, Virginia Stephens, Richard 
Harlow, Jean Greenlaw, Edward Touhey, and James Wallace. 


MPHNA provided 874 visits/services to Center Harbor residents in 2010. Of those, 313 were nursing, 
123 were rehabilitation therapies, 6 were medical social worker, 332 were for personal care and 100 
were blood pressure clinics and visits to our office from Center Harbor residents.. 


We will be moving into our permanent home at 186 Waukewan St., Meredith, in the spring of 2011. We 
provide office hours twice each day at our Meredith office for those Center Harbor residents who are not 
homebound but require some limited skilled nursing care. One of the goals of the building project is to 
improve safe access to our office as we continue to provide office hours each day along with our home 
care services. Please stop by and visit our new space this spring.

To the Board of Selectmen, 


Please accept this letter as a request for funds in the upcoming fiscal year for the American Red 
Cross in the amount of $492 ($0.45 per capita for the 2009 Center Harbor population of 1093). 


The American Red Cross serves every community in New Hampshire, including Center Harbor 
and surrounding towns. Red Cross staff and volunteers provide support and relief after a 
disaster; emergency preparedness training; courses in health and safety; blood drives; 
volunteer and youth leadership opportunities; and aid to military families. 


In fiscal year 2010*, the American Red Cross has been active throughout the 110 towns in the 
Granite Chapter area that covers central and northern New Hampshire. 


e Disaster Services: Red Cross-trained volunteers make up the Granite Chapter Disaster 
Action Team, which responds to disasters in Center Harbor and surrounding towns. This 
disaster action team is a group of volunteers who are specially trained to provide 
disaster relief and emotional comfort. They are available to respond at any time of day or 
night to disasters in their communities and surrounding towns. 


Fortunately there were no home fires or other local disasters last year in Center Harbor 
that required Red Cross assistance. Red Cross disaster volunteers throughout New 
Hampshire worked with 227 disaster cases, helping a total of 674 people; that is an 
average of more than four disasters a week. Most local disasters were residential fires, 
but the Red Cross was also there during the February 2010 snow and rain storm helping 
33 people recover from that disaster. Also we provided assistance to 16 people in the 
Manchester area as a result of the Haiti earthquake in January. 


e Medical Careers Training: Because of the training and/or testing through the Red 
Cross LNA training program in New Hampshire, 1094 Licensed Nurse Assistants and 
208 Phlebotomists (those who draw blood) entered the healthcare field last year. 580 
of those LNAs and 133 Phlebotomists were from the Granite Chapter area. 


e Service to the Armed Forces: The Red Cross is there to help the Armed Forces 
personnel and their families in times of difficulty. Last year the Red Cross responded to

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382 cases for assistance to military families in New Hampshire, including 126 cases in 
central and northern NH. 


e Health and Safety Classes: The Red Cross focuses on safety and prevention through 
our many training courses, such as Adult, Infant, and Child CPR, AED training, First Aid, 
water safety, disaster training, first responder, and Babysitter’s Skills. In all, we impart 
hope and confidence along with skill and knowledge. In the Granite Chapter area, there 
were 1,684 Health and Safety classes that trained 13,029 enrollees. Throughout the 
State last year, the Red Cross held 4,791 classes and trained 36,054 participants at 
Red Cross offices and in communities. 


e Biomedical Services: Last year, there were 317 drives in the Granite Chapter area that 
collected 14,275 units of life-saving blood, with two blood drives in Center Harbor. 
Throughout the State, there were 1,124 blood drives where generous donors gave a 
total of 52,671 units of the “gift of life.” NH hospitals depend on the American Red Cross 
for their blood supplies. 


Our disaster response services and military assistance are free to everyone and are not 
duplicated by any other agency or organization. The American Red Cross is a non-profit 
organization that receives no annual federal funding. We depend on generous donations of time 
and money from the American people to support our services. An appropriation from your town 
would help the Red Cross continue to train and prepare people for emergencies, and respond 
swiftly and effectively at times of crisis. 


Municipal contributions are one part of our diversified funding sources. We ask all towns in the 
State for a contribution to the humanitarian services of the Red Cross. We understand that 
many towns have different budget cycles.

SERVICE DESCRIPTION 


COMMODITY SUPPLEMENTAL FOOD 
PROGRAM is a nutrition program that offers 
participants free nutritious foods to supplement 
their daily diet. The program serves children 
under six years of age, women during pregnancy 
and up to 12 months after the birth of their baby.

Inter-Lakes Day Care Center and Nursery School is a non-profit, fully licensed, tax- 
exempt community child care and education agency, incorporated in 1971. Inter-Lakes 
Day Care Center promotes child development and family support for working parents 
through comprehensive infant, toddler, preschool, and school age developmentally 
appropriate curriculum, engaging children in activities that provide learning, brain 
development, and literacy opportunities. Children learn best in loving, nurturing 
relationships and through everyday experiences, and with an evolving, emergent 
curriculum, children at I-LDCC come to view school as a place of exploration and 
discovery. The curriculum is shaped by each child’s cognitive, social, and physical 
development. We seek to help each child develop an appreciation for his or her 
uniqueness as well as a sense of respect for others and oneself, striving to empower 
children to be responsible, caring, creative, hardworking, and fun-loving contributors to 
their community. 


Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is open on a year-round basis at two sites, from 6:30 AM to 
5:30 PM, making it possible for parents to maintain employment. The Center offers a 
full range of services including morning preschool programs, full and part-time child 
care, summer and vacation enrichment camp, and USDA approved healthy meals and 
snacks. Guided by a professionally certified and credentialed staff, the children receive 
an educational program along with health care services, special needs services and 
transportation for kindergarten. Through the State of New Hampshire and the Child Care 
Development Block Grant tuition based on family size and income is available for 
parents who are employed, in training, pursuing a degree or certificate, on job search or 
temporarily disabled. Our center also sponsors the Inter-Lakes Family Daycare Nutrition 
Program, facilitating federal reimbursement from USDA for licensed home daycare 
providers who serve approved meals and snacks while providing care for children of 
working parents.

The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center members thank you for your continued support of 
the Center in 2010. As you may know, the Winnipesaukee Wellness Center is a 
medically supervised program that is a self-supporting department of Lakes Region 
General Hospital. Its mission is to promote health responsibility, to provide a safe, 
comfortable site to exercise, to provide ongoing support and encouragement of healthy 
lifestyle habits and to promote active lifestyles. The Center has been at the 78 Whittier 
Highway location in Moultonborough for one year now and the site is working out well 
for our clients. An Advisory Committee consisting of members, interested community 
members, and LRGH management team meet monthly and oversee the Center’s 
operations. 


The Center depends on the support from surrounding towns and fundraisers to keep the 
member fees affordable for members of the community. During the past year, seventeen 
per cent of the membership are residents of Center Harbor and benefit from the services 
available to them at the Center. The members range in age from 42-94. 


The Center is open three days per week on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday from 6am to 
4pm. The program is not just an exercise program as the members benefit from the 
oversight and experience of a Registered Nurse who helps design an individualized 
exercise program to meet their needs. The members also benefit from the social aspect of 
the center and often attend luncheons or go to coffee after exercise which is an important 
aspect of many members’ lives. The monthly fee for the program is $50.00 per person 
and $80.00 per couple. Financial assistance is available to those who qualify.

CASA of NH’s Annual Report for the Town of Center Harbor 


CASA of NH is a statewide, private, not-for-profit organization dedicated to 
recruiting, training and supervising volunteers who advocate for the best 
interests of abused and neglected children in New Hampshire’s courts. 
Children who come to the attention of the courts as a result of abuse or 
neglect at the hands of their parents or custodial caretakers are required 
by federal and state law to have a guardian ad litem (GAL). Since 1989, 
CASA volunteers have effectively filled this role and have become a 
powerful voice for over 7,000 New Hampshire children. Volunteers have 
the support of a dedicated staff person to help guide them through the 
complexities of these cases. 


In FYE 2010, CASA of NH was appointed to 45 cases involving 86 abused 
and neglected children in Belknap County. Center Harbor children are 
counted in those numbers. CASA volunteers help ensure that children’s 
needs are met and services provided to facilitate safe reunification with 
biological families when possible. In cases where reunification cannot take 
place, the CASA volunteer works to ensure that another safe and 
permanent home is located. Last year alone, CASA volunteers drove 
nearly 42,000 miles and spent over 4,000 hours advocating for Grafton 
County’s victimized children. Statewide over the same period of time, 487 
CASA volunteers drove 430,000 miles and spent 54,000 hours advocating 
for the best interests of 1170 of NH’s children. 


The CASA‘s ability to focus on young victims has a major impact, not only 
on the child, but also on the larger community. The total direct cost of 
child abuse and neglect in the US is $24.3 billion -- including 
hospitalization, chronic health problems, child welfare, law enforcement, 
and court operation. The indirect social cost related to child victimization 
in the US exceeds $69.6 billion annually. Victimized children are also at 
increased risk of future criminal and abusive behavior. The local scale is 
different, but no area is exempt. The US Department of Justice cites 
CASA's case involvement as an interrupter to this cycle. 


On behalf of the Board of Directors, staff, volunteers and especially the 
children that we serve, please accept our sincere gratitude to the Town of 
Center Harbor for including CASA of NH in the 2010 budget in the 
amount of $500.
